For sophistication and swashbuckling action the 
fictional James Bond probably has nothing on the 
real-life Lex Barker. 

Currently starred with Ronald Fraser at the...... 
Theatre in “Code 7, Victim 5”, a Columbia Pictures 
release in Technicolor and Techniscope, Barker plays 
an American private investigator working to solve 
a number of mysterious deaths in Capetown. Among 
the complications confronting the international ad- 
venturer are lovely Danish actress Ann Smyrner 
(Codemate 36-24-34) and French actress Veronique 
Vendell (Codemate 38-23-37); blonde and redhead, 
respectively.
